ost poople wouldn't get to play for Huddersfield 

Town, and against American Samoa, in the same 
lifetime: Fausto De Amicis managed it within a matter of 
weeks earlier this year. 

Despite impressing officials at the Yorkshire club during 
a recent off-season trial, Fausto is back at Lakeside for his 
sixth year with South, “Things went very well at 
Huddersfield, but we couldn't agree terms. Being a second 
division club, they obviously didn’t have all that much 
money to splash around, At the time, it looked lke there 
was going to be a takeover at the club, so the people that 
wore there weren't prepared to spend any more money.” 

The Socceroo fullback wasn't daunted by the north of 
England's famously Arctic climate ("The players there 
told me it was going to be very, very cold in winter, but | 
was looking forward to it"), but although he was offered a 
one-year contract by Huddersfield’s boss Lou Macari, the 
former Manchester United and Scotland star, he says, “| 
didn't want to leave everything | had here unless the 
terms were right,” 

De Amicis, who has also had trials with Middlesbrough 
and Manchester City in the last three years, seems happy 
to stay in Australia, “I've given it a really good go every 
time I've gone for # trial and I've always had good reports, 
but I've never been able to nail down a contract. Bul now 
I'm back here, at 33 there's other things I'd like to think 
about.” 

In spite of his disappointment in England, it's been o 
pretty good year for De Amicis, especially with his belated 
comeback to the national team. Fausto's career in the 
green and gold was seemingly at an ond after he'd failed 
to gain selection for the Australian team since 1998, and 
he was amazed to be picked in the Soccerdo squad to face 
Colombia last February, 


When | was picked to play against Colombia, | thought it 
was a joke. | said ‘You're kidding, you actually want me? 
Frank [Farina] has given me the opportunity to represent 
Australia since he's been coach, which I've really appreciated 
He's needed me for some of the games and I've been more 
than happy to respond. 

Although the four-time championship winning defender 
doesn't expect to be called up for the rest of Australia’s 
World Cup campaign, he was proud to be able to contribute 
in the recent Oceania qualifiers in Coffs Harbour. To top 
thin 


off, he claimed a small piece of history by snatching 
the Socceroos’ 19th goal in their world record 31-0 
thumping of American Samoa 

"We won quite comfortably in those matches but it’s 


great to think that I've been part of the qualification 
process for Australia, even it’s been only a small rola.” 

With the clash against Melbourne Knights at Colonial 
Stadium tonight, Fausto’s attention has been fixed firmly 
again on the NSL. He is full of respect for the North 
Sunshine club, with whom he was a dual championship 
winner in 1995 and 1996, 

It's going to be very, very tough, but in a way a derby 
match like this Is what soccer is all about. People have 
been saying ‘It’s the end of the Knights’ for a few years 
now, but you've got to understand that they've got a 
tremendous bunch of talented young boys who keep 
coming through, It’s a club that works very hard to stay 
in the league 

Fausto acknowledges too that South Melbourne will 
need to shift up a gear from its displays so far this season 
in order to take home the points, "We can only improve, 
but we haven't been playing all that badly, it’s just that we 
haven't been able to put some goalscoring opportunities 
away. 

“But there are new players coming in, and we need to 
get the understanding and the balance happening. As far 
a8 getting to the grand final again, well, I'd be happy to 
get into the top six and then anything can happen.”

One-nil, and the North Sunshine club didn't take their 
foot off the accelerator for the rest of the 90 minutes. 


Knights striker Francis Awaritefe might have sealed the 


game, bul his tearm seemed to have done enough to land 


their first-ever NSL title when, with two minutes left, the 
ball fell to South's Paul Trimboli near the halfway line 
Trimmers jinked past a couple of Knights defenders and

slipped a neat pass into the path of Palatsides, who 
scored emphatically past David Miller. South had saved 
the game at the death. . 

Extra-time failed to find a winner, although Palatsides hit 
the crossbar, and the spotkick lottery commenced, South was 
soon nearly out for the count, as Trimboli and Petersen 
remarkably both missed. Socceroo stalwart Alan Davidson 
had the chance to wrap it up for the Somers Street club, but 
with the Knights fans ready to erupt, amazingly Davidson, 
who'd experienced the pressures of top-flight English football 
with Nottingharn Forest, shot wide, 

But then the tension was getting to everyone, “Micky 
{Petersen} couldn't bear to watch,” said Trimboli, “so | more 
or less had to give him a running commentary on how it was 

going, The crowd alrnosphere was amazing, like nothing 
else I'd ever experienced in club soccer in Australia,” 

The shootout continued. South Melbourne captain Ange 
Postecoglou scored, but the Knights still only needed 
teenager Mark Silic to convert to claim the title. He 
missed. The South team could hardly believe their luck 
and Peter Tsolakis made it 3-2 to give the Middle Park 
club the upper hand. 

The pressure was back on the Knights, But with some of 
Australia’s finest players struggling to find the net from 
the Spot - six penalties had already been missed - Knights 
keeper David Miller coolly beat his opposite number; 3-3, 

Three more spotkicks were tucked away - 5-4 to South 
Melbourne - and up stepped Knights forward Ivan Kelic to face 
the music. Kelic was later to becorne the club's all-time record 
goalscorer, but he'll want to forget what happened next. 

With everyone in the stadium holding their breath, Kelle 
belted the ball over the bar and South Melbourne had won 
their first NSL title since 1984, One of the biggest crowds in 
NSL history had witnessed South clinching an unforgettable 
penalty shootout without goalkeeper Bruce Maclaren having 
to make a save. 

The celebrations continued that night at the social club at 
Middle Park and even South coach Ferenc Puskas » who'd 
been a crucial member of Real Madrid's immortal team of 
the late 1950s - reportedly shed a tear or two. It mattered to 
No-one that the Knights had probably been the better side 
on the day. 

As Paul Wade wrote in his autobiography, ‘Captain 
Socceroo’, “There are games all over the world every single 
day of the week where the team that has more of the play 

doesn’t win, The 1990-91 Grand Final was our turn,”

Diegos: ‘The Diegos don't mind admitting to the football 
world that we cried unashamedly when we heard about your 
Serious knee injury in pre-season, This has been your second 
knee reconstruction and no mate of the Four Diegos 
deserves that 

Can you take us through what happened on that fateful day 
and what's the medical prognosis on the injury? 

Clarkson: ‘It was actually just at training. The whole thing 
was pretty innocent, | ran into the ‘Big Horse’ Vaughan 
Coveny and came off second best. I think | had my knee at an 


awkward angle but at the time it really wasn't that painful

Something told me though, having had a knee injury before, 
that things weren't good. | had an MRI scan the following 
hight which didn’t really tell me anything so! went to see the 
Surgeon the next day and he confirmed after a feel around, 
that it had definitely gone. So! had a full knee reconstruction 
which included the anterior cruciate, the medial ligament 
and cartilage to boot. After eight weeks I've started full rehab 
so I'm really getting stuck into that at the moment.’ 

Diegos: ‘Of course since your injury Vaughan has suffered 
a serious ankle injury too. You didn’t get the old voodoo doll 
out to exact a bit of revenge did you?’ 

Clarkson: ‘No guys | can confirm that | didn't put a spell on 
him or anything like that. It's all pretty bad timing for us at the 
moment though. We have been short on numbers and it’s. going 
to be tough. The core of the team is still there but once we start 
getting an excessive amount of injuries and suspensions we 
could be in for a long season. On the other hand it's a good 
opportunity for a couple of young guys to step up.”

Diegos: ‘That little ball of muscle and mongrel in the AFL, 
Tony Liberatore Incredibly came back from a 12 month knee 
reconstruction Injury In about three months. 

We know that like ‘Libba’ you don’t mind the trash talk 
and a man-to-man tagging role but are you able to replicate 
his recuperative efforts? 

Clarkson: ‘I'd love to get back in that time but I don’t want 
to sot my sights on it, You have to be positive though. | got 
back in six months last time so I'd like to do that again but | 
don't want to rush it and make things worse.” 

Diegos: ‘Compared to the members of the Four Diegos 
Monday night 'C* grade indoor soccer team, you are what's 
commonly known as a ‘spring chicken’ In football terms. We 
reckon that you can easily recover from this latest setback 
and kick on to play a couple more years of good football. 

But to everyone else you are in your 30"s, How do you see 
your future? 

Clarkson: ‘Well luckily! had just signed a two year contract 
three days before hurting the knee. So I've got 12 months to 
get it right. I'd hate to finish on this note though. | think I've 
got another couple of years left in me and | feel reatly good. 
| was thinking the other day that it seems that during every 
season I've had with South, | manage to miss ten weeks. The 
season when | didn't get injured which was last season, | 
missed the same amount of time because | didn't get picked, 
so it looks as though | can't win.” 

Dioges: ‘Knowing the boys down at South they would be 
keen as mustard to keep you busy whilst you're not playing. 

What's coach Eddie Krncevic got you doing? Is it polishing 
the trophy cabinet? Entertaining the ladies committee? 
Walking Eddie's dog Fifi? 

Clarkson: ‘Well the first thing Eddie asked was ‘Can | 
make a good Café Laite?’ No I'm just doing some bits and 
pieces, I'm sort of doing a managerial role within the team 
liaising between the office staff, coaches and players. This is 
something | do enjoy, | also do a bit of coaching as well which 
allows me to travel away with the team. This is really important 
to me because once you're injured it’s a pretty lonely trek back 
50 if | can still be involved with the team, at least | can still feel 
part of it, All the same I've got to confess that it’s still bloody 
hard sitting on the bench and having no control on what goes 
on the field.” 

Diegos: ‘A couple of weeks ago the team traveled to New 


Zealand to play the Mickey Peterson coached Football Kingz 
in the much-vaunted NSL grudge match of the century, 

What was it like on the touchline? Were there dirty looks 
exchanged? Did you threaten Mickey P with your crutches? 
Was there any ‘Na, Na, NaNaNa’ Con Boutsiannis type taunts? 

Clarkson: 'No there wasn't anything like that. People do 
what they've got to do. It was funny watching them do the 
warm up though. | thought at the time ‘Gees that's exactly 
what we did tast year’. No we had no hard feelings towards 
any of the guys. Mind you it would've still been nice to beat 
them, 

Diegos: ‘What's your training regime presently? Pumping 
the Kerferd Road beach weights yet? Partying with the 
Bicep-heads at the gym? 

Clarkson: ‘I'm bike riding and swimming at the moment. 
Obviously with an injury like this it's never going to be what 
it was. What | do need to do is to make sure that all the 
muscles around the knee are really strong so | will be 
pumping a few weights for the next few months so my legs 
are at their best.” 

Olegos: ‘Thanks Clarkey. We'll get you some of that fake 
tan to go with your new chiseled beach look. Good luck with 
the recovery. Adios amigo." 

Clarkson: ‘Thanks Diegos. That's great. Just make sure 
that with my complexion, the fake tan is 30+. Adios Diegos.”

Melbourne Knights may never have been one of the NSl's 
glamour clubs, but in the first half of the 1990s they could 
hardly have dominated the Aussie soccer landscape more 
emphatically, There were five grand finals in six years and

Despite being back-to-back national champions as 
recently as 1996, the Knights have spent much of the last 
few years dealing with speculation that their long-term NSL 
future is far from assured. But the North Sunshine side has 
dealt with the doubters the only way they know how. with 
defiant performances on the park 


‘South fans might want to avert their gaze at this point, but the 
pride of the Knights has rarely been more evident than when 
they beat the Lakesiders 4-0 at Somers Street last season 
South had comfortably had the better of their local rivals in

The Knights continue to produce talented young players 
and in the wake of the unfortunate demise of Carlton Soccer 
Club, they were able to add some invaluable experience to 
the squad last season by welcoming their former stars, Steve 
Horvat and Andrew Marth, back to the fold.

THE KNIGHTS TO WATCH 


STEVE HORVAT 

The classy defender, and fervent Bruce Springsteen fan, is 
the only NSL player in the Socceroo squad named for the 
forthcoming matches against France and the fifth-best South 
American nation. Horvat has played at the highest level in 
Europe with Croatia's Hajduk Split, but work permit problems 
scuppered potential moves to English Premiership clubs, West 
Ham and Fulham. The Knights have been the ones to benefit, 
with Horvat bringing an air of maturity to a youthful squad. 


ANDREW MARTH 

Player-coach Marth is a Melbourne Knights legend, not least 
because of his exploits in matches against South Melbourne. As 
well as scoring against the Lakeside club in the 1991 grand final,
